If God ſhould only threat- 
en, and ſhould not ſomerime execute his 
diſpleaſure upon ſuch as were prophaners 
of his Ordinances, men would not fear to 
prophane them. They would but make 
children-play of all che threatnings of 
God, as they did in 2 Pet.3.3. There 
ſrall come in the laſt day, fumixrar, ſrof- 
fers, ſuch as ſhall make children-play of 
all the threats of God, and looke upon 
them bur as harmleſle Bug-bears, to keep 
themin awe only, But when God doth 
back a _threatning with a puniſl:ment, as 
you ſee he did here in the Text, and an the 
{ormhia»s,this ſtrikes dread into the hearts 
of prophane perſons,

cute my judgements on thee, And what 

was the fruit of it? What conceit. did 

this 
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this forbearance of God work in thoſe 
that were guilty, Thow thought [ Was alto= $elergn 
gether ſuch aone as thy /elf ; that is, that patrons, 
I] was one who liked and approved of thy 


doings; thou thought thou didft nor a- 
miſſe, becauſe I did not puniſh. Here you 
ſee God was wronged by forbearing, and 
not executing judgement upon offenders: 
And there was ne way for God to clear 
himſelf, to' hold up his great name, bur this 
way, to make them know what they had 
done, and therfore it follows : I will 


ſer thy ſinnes in order before thine eyes. 


Oh | conſider this, ye that forget God, 
left, &c. So you ſee, God doth puniſh 
offenders, to hold up his great Name, and 
there is no other way to hold up the name 
of God, the purity and holineſſe of God, 
but by puniſhment of offenders ; You come 
to the Sacrament, and you prophane this 
Ordinance, God hath threatned death and 
damnation to every unworthy receiver. 
Why, but you know God doth not execute 
ſentence ſpeedily on you, and therefore 
you think you do not offend, ſure Godis 
pleaſed with it, And therfore God: ro up- 
hold his name, the purity of his Ordinance, 
and make you know what you have done, 
doth ſanQtifie himſelf upon thoſe _ 
0 
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do not ſanfifie him in this Ordarante { 
ſometimes in affliting viſible and corporall 
jadgements, on offenders, as you ſee in the 
Corinthians ; alwaies inviſible and fpiri- 
tuall judgements for the preſent, and eter- 
nall judgement, if you do not repent. And 
this you ſee God doth to hold up his name, 
which otherwiſe would be pollured by 
- -men. As innature for preſervation of the 
whole, parciculars periſh : Its better ene 
periſh, then unity it ſelf : So here, for the 
preſervation of the glory of God, ( which 
is worth tenthouſand of our lives and ſouls, 
as the —_ faid to David ) God doth in- 
flick puniſhments upon offenders. - And 
there is no other way to preſerve or make 
whole,and repair the honour, glory of God, 
&c. Men that will not learn by the Word, 
muſt be taught by works ; if the Word will 
not prevail with you, to forbear the pro- 
phanation of his Ordinances, then his works 
come in. If you will be fo ſenſuall and bru- 
tiſh, that you will ſee nothing to be fin, but 
what you feel to be fin in Gods hand upon 
you, you ſhall feel blows enough; 4 rod 


* for the back, of a fiol. Take this with | 


you, what ever you will not learn by faith, 
you ſhall be taught by ſenſe. God makes 
men feel theſe things to be evil-by ſenſe, 
which 
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which by faith they would not beleeve to 
be evil. When the Word will nor prevail 
with men to forbear prophanation of any 
Ordinance, or any fin ; then from Word he 
goes to works, lays afflitions, judgements, 
puniſhments on men. And happy tisif the 
works bring men again to the word, when 
Schola cructs 1s Schola lucuy, when Gods 
houſe of correRtion is a School of inftru- 
ion : So faith David, Bleſſed i the max 
Whom thou chaſtiſeſt, and teackheft in thy 
Law. It was ſo you ſee with the Cormntbs- 
ans, the word did not prevail ; God goes to 
his works, inflits puniſhments on them,fick- 
nefle, weaknefle, death, and then he comes 
to the: word again: For this caruſe many are 
fick, And no doubt, but word upon works, 
was more prevalent with them, then when 
it went alone,

ing hither in thy fins. Gods Word is true ; 
As what he promiſeth, is ſure tocome to 
paſſe, ſo what ever he threatens, And 
chough he prolong and defer the time of 
execution,yet your damnation ſleepeth not, 
as Peter ſaith, 2 Pet.3. 7, 8.9. veiſes. Ut 
foall ſurely come, Tf God ſhould threaten

you 
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you would be afraid to come, ahd tow 
would it make the'beſt of us ro look abour 
us, Whether we are wotthy receivers or 
not ? But alas, what is this threatning in 
compariſon of the other, you eat and drink

"eternall ; A puniſhmert upon the body;

_ of your ſouls. Berrer you were 

ck dead here, then reſerved for everlaſt- 
ing death hereafter.

on thee too, Let me then beſeech | you, 
in the bowels of love and compaſſien, 
as you love your ſouls, as you love 
your bodies, as you would not'be guil- 
ty of -your own bloud ; Nay, as you would 
not be guilty of the bloud of Chriſt ; as you 
would not eat and drink damnation to 
. your ſelves; as you would not provoke 
God ro break in upon you, and inflit his 
ſevere judgements on you, come not here : 
-Come not here, thou ignorant perſon, thou 

raceleſſe, thon Chriſtlefle perſon, thou 

wearer, thou drunkard, thou covetous per-! 
ſon; Nay, come not here, who ever you 
are, who are ſervants to any luſt, who live 
- any known (in, leſt God make this good 
upon thee, which I have preached to thee 
That becauſe thou doſt nor ſanifie God in 
this Ordinance, he will ſanife himſelf on 
thee; becauſe thou doſt not glorihe him, he 
will raiſe his plory out of thy ruines. But 
whileſt I ſpeak thus ſadly to the bad, let me 

ot be a terrour to the good. 1 would nor 
Greak the brwuſed Reed, nor quench the 
Moaking Flax : As I would not give in- 
couragement to gracelefle perſons, fo I 
"would not diſcourage the leaſt work. of 
Ll grace 
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grace in any: AsI would not cheriſh any 
falſe fire, unſound work; ſo I would not 
quench any ſpark of Gods kindling ; haſt 
thou ſome work of God upon thy ſpirit ? 
hath God diſcovered to thee fin and miſe- 
rie? hath he humbled thee for it? hath 
God revealed Chriſt to thee, ſtirred thy 
heart with deſires after him, that riches 
without Chriſt, relations, comforts, the 
world without Chriſt will not fatisfie thee ? 
all theſe are like a Feaſt without an appe» 
tite, a Paradiſe without a tree of Life, roo 
low either for thee to feed upon,or te finde 
comfort and fatisfaftion in them ; doſt 
thou ſeek after Chriſt, purſue Chriſt ; doſt 
thou caſt thy ſelf in his armes to fave, at his 
feet to ſerve ? why, ſuch I would invite; 


Ho, every one that thirfteth, come to the Wa- [fa 5.1, 


ters; here cloſe with Chriſt,feed on Chriſt ; 
and to ſuch I would fay, Chriſt is properly 
and truly food for your fouls; and feeding 
on him, your ſouls ſhall live, 1n grace here, 
in glory hereafter.
